As but few men in the United States wiah to eee
this war with Mexico eventuate in the subjugation of
the whole territory, and its consequent annexation to
ours; so, perhaps, but few may think it will so even-
tuate : such men had better aak themselves when, and
how, are we to obtain "ludeinnitj" and "security"
vithoul ukinj it all ! Indemnity for the past certain-
ly must include the dfebta that Mexico, as a govern-
ment, owed to citizens of the United States before
the war began, and, also, tho expenses of the war:
for, if tlii war be just on our part, it ia simply so be-

cause it was brougnt on by the public acts of Slexico;
and, if the latter be admitted, then she, being the
party that forced us into a law suit with her, and
being cast, must of course pay the costs, on both
fides: and, furthermore, if this be sound logic, the
longer she continues the war, the greater will be the

fee bill."
i have read and heard all sides of this question. I

have weighed it in tny mind, much; and looked at it
carefully, in its many aspects and phases; and I am
free to admit that, ever since the first blow was
struck, ever since our government recognized the ex-

istence f the war, it has been my serious wish that
it would not continue until we should be forced, for
indemnity and security, to take more than what might
be, as it were, uninhabited territory such as might
be in the possession of Indians and traders : but I am
tho free to admit that, my wish had, and still
has, but little hope to back it. If the system of fora-
ging upon the enemy had been adopted at the start, I
think we certainly would, by this time, have been
much nearer the object for which we set out, than we
are ; but as the two cmriaiiding Generali Scott and
Taylor to whom the orders toad"pt litis system were
issued, in case they thought it most expedient, did not
do so, it i impossible now to arrive at positive con-

clusions upon the subject, we may, now that it is f-

inally resorted to, be able to make some vague esti-

mate of what it would have accomplished, but noth-

ing more. I cannot shake off the feeling of hesita-
tion with which I entertain the policy of taking into
full faith and fellowship, the human beings who
make up the communities of the densely populated
regions of .Mexico, composed, as I am well assured,
of but two classes knaves and f ols and meeting
them in a eliort time at the political polls of our coun-

try, taking an active part in the election, and count-

ing vote for vote with American democrats. True,
deetiny has fixed, in my humble opinion, that every
inch of soil in .North America be, at some future day

and that not very remote part and parcel of the
dorr.imous of the United States : but when in a popu-
lated condition, sound policy suggests that we wait,
as a general rule, until each asks, as Texas did, in
the capacity of an independent sovereighty, for admit-

tance : and then we should be perfectly satisfied, as
we were iu that instance, that her population is fully
as competent for self-governm- as we are.

But few in our country none, in fact, but those
who cannot appreciate the virtue and the intellinence
of the great musses of the people at large deny tne
fact that the two Californias andNew Mexico peo
pled as these regions are, almost exclusively by In
dians would be to us an acquisition of incalculable
importance; and, if thus peopled, so incalculably ml
portant, too, would be the acquisition of a strip of
country, some hundred miles wide, on the right bank
of the Rio Grande. That stream, from about the 30
degree of N. latitude to the Gulf, passes through a
region of country which, for a great extent on either
side, ia one of the most fertile upon the face of the
globe. If we owned the soil on both sides, and the
mouth of the river was as it can be with a small
outlay of money so improved as to afford a safe har-
bor and go d landing for vessels, to take its products
oif to a foreign or coast market, it would be one of
the most densely populated regions on the continent :

but such improvements will never be made until ire
make them ; and tee, of course, will never do it until
we own both shores of the river and both sides of its
mouth : for why should we do so, when it will benefit
foreigners equally as much as ourselves? and what
inducement will exist for farmers to emigrate to this
fertile region if, when they have toiled and labored to
produce such abundant crops, they cannot send them

- to a distant market, and have none at home 1 or sup-

pose that, by some means or oher, the desired harbor
be made, our people will not open farms, stock them
well, build up towns, i.e., &c, with that horde of
thieves and outlaws upon the very opposite shore of
that river, to burn and steal the products of their la-

bor, as fast as they mature : far from it !

This strip of territory would be, for one or two ge-
nerations at least, of far greater value to us, than all
the acquisitions we have contemplated on the Pacific
coast and in New Mexico : and, withal, it is a pos-

session ttiat Mexico can as well spare : for it is as un-

productive stock to her, as they are. It never will, as
long as it remains in her hands, be populated by any
thing more worthy in its character, than it is now
a population which, instead of being a source of rev-
enue to her treasury, or a dependance in arms, is a
bill of expense to the one, and a broken reed to the
other.

You may think the remark an evidence of eccen-
tricity iu me, but the proceedings of Congress, in
either chamber, are the most intolerable bores to me
on earth: in consequence of which, I have never, al-

though I have now been more than two years in Wash-
ington, visited the body but twice. This disinclina-
tion for the capital, preveuted me from hearing the
maiden effort of the Hon. J. L. Robinson, of our State :

The latest intelligence from the southwest has dis-

sipated all thoughts of peace. The rumor no doubt.
arose out f the wishes of the army desirous, of
course, no longer to remain where they reap no more
of the harvest of military glory. Yet there are manv
honest men in Congress who really believe that the
new Mexican administration will offer peace, if they
should not be encouraged to holdout by the refusal on
our part to furnish the army with prompt and efficient
supplies. But there are others in Congress and per
haps they are now in the majority who see no result
from the continuance of the war, but the permanent
military occupation of Mexico.

With reference to the question "Who began the
war!" Mr. Rhett, of South Carolina, made a new
point in the Huuse on Friday last, which has not yet
been reported. Ilia propositions were, that, under
the Constitution, there was no possible way in which
the President could begin ka war. That the war-beginni-

power was vested in Congress a lone, and that
there could be no war without ihs declaration of Con-

gress. A state of war, accordir g to Mr. R., consti-
tutes and declares every man, woman, and child ofone
ration or government, it enemies tci cvtry man, wo

man, and child of another nation or government ; and
he shows that the Constitution had given the war-maki- ng

power, not into the hands of one man, but into
the hands of he people and their immediate represen-
tatives, who are principally affected by it, and have
to support it, with all its consequences. The Con- -.

stitution intends that war, affecting the interest of all,
should be declared by all. Mr. R. contended that i

of the army and navy, under power t
supprefs insurrection, and to repel invasion, might
lawfully and justly bring the troops into hostili? col-

lision, without inducing a 6tate of war. The position
that the President began the war could not be main-
tained without a manifest disregard of the Constitu-
tion, which prescribes that Congress alone can de
clare war: it was. therefore, a constitutional untruth.
and the argument, he believed, had been used by gen-
tlemen, not because they regarded it as true, but for
the purpose of misleading tlie people. Nevertheless,
he admitted that, whlie it was the province of the Ex-

ecutive to carry on the war, as an incident to the
treaty-makin- g power, Congress still controlled its ob
jects and extent, because, through that body alone
must the supplies be furnished.

There ia no prospect of peace whatever in the late

news, and all that the papers talk about a treaty with
Mr. Trist, is worse than mere sham and pretence. Mr.
Trist has no authority to act further in behalf of this
Government. There may have been propositions of
peace offered to Gen. Scott by some persons at Quere-ter- o

representing the shadow of a government there,
which they could not be relied upon as maintaining
for a single day.

Speeches in the Senate are introduced every day
on the Ten Regiment Bill. To-da- y we have had a
most intelligible voice from Louisiana through Sena-
tor Downs.

The appropriation bills for the support of the army
and of volunteers, and for the fortifications for the
year ending June 30th, 1S49, were this day reported
from the committee of Ways and Means. The army
bill appriates the total sum of $33,054,499.50.
Among the items, I notice, the pay of the Army
$3,674.803; the pay of volunteers, including gene-
ral and 6taff officers, $6,083,327 ; and the large re-

mainder of this immense sum goes for the supplies
and incidentals of the Quartermaster's department,
for subsistence in kind, for transportation, for cloth-
ing, camp and garrison equippage, for armories, ar-

senals, &.C., &c. .

The Fortification Bill for the year ending June 30,
1349, appropriates For defensive works at Detroit,
at Outlet of Lake Champlain, at Narrows of Penob-
scot river, at Portland, Newport, Boston, Baltimore,
Charleston, and Pensacola harbors, at New London,
at Loug Island, Bed low's Island, Hampton Roads,
Savannah river.

tinuance of a cause pending in rourt, wherever they were
indicted for an asaaultanc battery upon the body of .i. upon
affidavit, they could then escape and forfeit their recog-
nizance, w hich would work a continuance of said cause
until the next term, at a trifling cost. Held, that the or-

der does not charge a contempt. It does not allege that
he advioed thorn to lake auch a course, but merely give
them a legnl opinion, which they as clients were entitled I

to, and winch he, aa their attorney, had a right to give.
Reversed.

Smith v. Walker. Error to the Tippecanoe C. C.
Perkins, J. It is a general rule of law that contract-

ors who are joint, and not several must be jointly sued,
or the plaintiff will be subject to have his action defeated
by a demurrer, or a plea in abatement, a the case may
justify. And if, no objection being interposed, they du
proceed separately to judgment against one of such joint
contractors, the other is thereby discharged Iroin legal
liability on the contract, on the ground that a joint con-
tract is but one rauoe ol action, and will support but one
suit. Replevin hail are under our statutes joint and not
several debtors with the principal in the judgment, and
proceedings must be had against all jointly.

W here any (act appears in the declaration, which
would necessarily be averred in a plea to render it valid,

demurrer will lie. Out when the declaration, as in the
present case discloses the fact, that the plaintiff had at-- j
ready taken a judgment for execution in a separate pro--
ceeding against an omitted joint debtor, which of itself
discharged the defendant from liability to an action, and
any pleading that ! such discharge, showsa complete
bar In the action, and ground lor a demurrer. Reversed.

King v. Kersey Error to the Decatur C. C.
Per Curium. n this suit the plaintiff was permitted,

on motion, (the defendant objecting) to challenge eight
jurors peremptorily this motion was predicated upon a
section of an act purporting to be an act passea Djr tne
General Assembly of the Slate. A newspaper in which
this act was published was produced in court, and upon
such authority tht challenges were permitted. It appears
however that the publication was made by mistake, for
though such an act was passed by both branches of the
legislature, it had not received the signature of the Gov-ern- or

and did not consequently become a law. There
being no law in force authorizing such proceeding, the
judgment is reversed.

Crist, executor, v. Crist. Appeal Jrom the union rro-ba- te

Court.
This was an action on two writings obligatory for

the payment of money. There was no plea filed; the
cause was submitted to the court without a jury upon an
agreed statement of facts, judgment for the plaintiff. Held
per cur. There can be no legal trial of a cause without
an issue. Reversed.

Per Curiam. In a petition by an administrator to ob-

tain an order for the sale of real estate, for the payment
of debts, under the provisions of the K. S., art. 9, p. 527,
it is sunicicnt to state the aggregate amount ol tne deDte
against the estate of the intestate. It is not necessary
that a schedule or particular statement of each debt
should be inserted in the petition. Judgment of the
court below sustaining the demurrer and dismissing the
petition. Reversed, cause remanded.

Per Curiam. The dismissal of a cause without any

reason appearing lor or against, will be presumed correct.
